In- 
habitants that locality urgently requested 
American protection in stronger force.

Lawton Gets Reenforcements, 

Manila, June 16.—The Fourth reg- 
ular infantry and the Wyoming regi- 
ment have been added te Gen. Lawton’s 
command, and Thursday they were 
towed across the bay in cascoes to Las 
Pinas, preparatory to removing to 
Imus, five miles inland, where the 
rebels are reported to have an arsenal 
and a large quantity of supplies. 

Reconnoiter Towards Imus, 

Manila, June 16.—Capt. Cable, of Gen. 
Wheaton’s staff, with three companies 
of the Twenty-first regiment, recon- 
noitered in the direction of Imus. -The 
rebels, who were apparently expecting 
an attack, retired, leaving behind them 
20 Spanish prisoners, who joined the 
Americans. 

The rebels have probably gone to the 
mountains along the lake. 

According to native stories, the rebeis 
carried 100 dead and 300 wounded 
through Bacoor after the recent battle. 

The natives are now flooding into 
Bacoor, and it is probable there are 
many soldiers in plain clothes among 
them. n 

To Feed the Natives.

The latest is that the gov- 
ernor of Cebu has been killed by na- 
tives because of his friendship to 
Americans. > 
Says Luna Is Alive. 

A prominent commercial man, with 
exceptional means of learning of the 
Filipinos’ movements, claims to know 
Gen. Luna is still alive, adding that if 
he is dead, and if his death occurred a 
month ago, people would have expected 
a collapse of the revolution to follow. 

The failure of the Filipinos to follow 
up the peace negotiations strengthens 
the impression that their overtures 
were merely to gain time, and in order 
to lure the Americans to show their 


hands. 
Want Volunteers to Reenlist. 


Washington, June 16.—Pursuing a 
policy determined upon some months 
ago, Gen. Otis is organizing three regi- 
ments in the Philippines, composed of 
officers and men of the state volunteers 
who desire to remain in the service. The 
army bill authorized this kind of en- 


listment in the Philippines. If the full

sion at Paris. 


Paris, June 16.—The first formal 
meeting of the Venezuelan arbitration 


commission opened Thursday morning. 
The weather was cool and the sky was 
clouded. 

The arbitrators, counsel and others 
began assembling at the foreign office 
shortly before 11. They were received 
by the minister of foreign affairs, M. 
Delcasse, in the apartment in which the 
tribunal will sit. These are the rooms 
used at the meeting of the Spanish- 
American peace conference and during 
the Behring sea arbitration. — 

The arbitrators took their seats 
soon after 11 o’clock, Chief Justice Mel- 
ville E. Fuller and Sir Richard Henn 
Collins, lord justice of appeals, sitting 
on the right of Prof. De Martens, the 


umpire, and Baron Russell, of Killowen, 


lord chief justice of England, and Jus- 
tice David J. Brewer sitting at his left 


| hand. A 


Sitting at his left hand, former Presi- 


dent Benjamin Harrison, Gen. Benja- 


min F. Tracy and the remainder of the 
Americans sat at the tables at the left 
side of the room, facing the court, and 
the other British representatives were 
seated at tables on the right side. A 
feature of the proceeding was that 
counsel used the desk which served dur- 


ing the Behring sea tribunal delibera- 


tions. 

The proceedings opened at 11:20, 
when M. Delcasse briefly addressed the 
tribunal in French. 

Prof. Martens replied, thanking the 
French foreign minister for his wel- 
come and for the hospitality extended 


to the arbitrators. The speaker 
expressed the hope that the pres- 
ent tribunal would have tħe re- 


sult of promoting the welfare and pros- 
perity of the two countries interested. 
The professor announced the rules of 
procedure agreed upon at Wednesday’s 


conference, and said the arbitrators 


would meet every day excepting Sun- 
days. : 

Sir Richard Webster thereupon rose 
and said that in order to meet the views 
of former President Harrison and the 
other American counsel, in which the 


English representatives concurred, he 


proposed that they only meet four days 
in the week, in view of the extremely 
heavy work before them. 

Prof. De Martens thereupon agreed 
that four days’ meeting per week would 
be sufficient, arranging that the arbi- 
trators should not meet on Fridays, 
Saturdays or Sundays. 

After this Sir Richard Webster an- 
nounced that counsel had arranged 
he should speak first, then two Vene- 
zuelan counsel, next Great Britain, with 
possibly two counsel, then Venezuela, 
and next Great Britain. The final 
speech was to be made by Venezuela. 

Sir Richard then opened the British 
case and spoke until 1:15 p. m., when 
the commission adjourned for luncheon. 


THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


Its Labors May Be Concluded Sooner 
Than Expected—The Czar Said 
to Be Much Disappointed. 


London, June 16.—The correspondent 
of the Times at The Hague, remarking 
upon the “changed outlook,” says: 


“It now seems possible that the confer- 
ence may achieve some substantial prac- 
tical results and conclude its labors earlier 
than was expected. The arbitration com- 
mission is now making satisfactory prog- 
There is a fresh proposal in the air, 
which may be safely attributed to Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. This consists in mak- 
ing The Hague the seat of a permanent bu- 
reau, composed of the resident ministers 
of foreign states, with the Dutch foreign 
minister as president. It would have the 
advantage of dispensing with salaried of- 
ficials, and I. venture to predict that the 
plan will be favorably received on all 
sides and contribute to the success of ar- 
bitration.”’

HE PASSES AWAY WHILE ASLEEP, 


Iuneral of the Father of the Coinage 
Bill Will Fake Place at Lebanon, 
Mo., on Saturday—Remains 
to Lie in State. 


St. Louis, June 16.—A special to the 
Post-Dispatch from Lebanon, Mo., says: 
Hon. Richard Parks Bland died ‘at his 
home near Lebanon at 4:30 a. m., peace- 
fully, and without apparent suffering. 

Mr. Bland returned home when con- 
gress adjourned in March and soon 
suffered a relapse from an attack of la 
grippe. For more than two months he 
had been confined to his home and his 
health has. gradually declined. He

VATICAN YEAR BOOK. 


Full of Interesting Statistics About the 


Catholic Church. 

The official year book of the vatican, 
Which has just appeared, containg 
many interesting statistics, From it 
we learn that there are today fifty-six 
cardinals, of whom five were appointed 
by Pius IX., and fifty-one by Leo 
In the College of Cardinals 
there are fourteen vacancies. During 
the twenty-one years of Pope Leo’s 
pontificate, 124 cardinals have already 
died. During the rule of the same 
pontiff the ecclesiastical hierarchy has

Among the cardinals there are thirty 
and twenty-six foreigners. 
Among the patriarchs, archbishops and 
bishops the proportion is still more re- 
markable, for out of the 930 dioceses 
in the entire world Italy alone has 
one-third. The former kingdom of Na-

The 
price, $16 a pound, is likely to be ad- 
vanced. So say buyers of vanilla beans 
now in Mexico, which country is the 
only one where that rare vegetable 
grows to such perfection as to make it 
valuable for extracts. There is an in- 
ferior sort of bean, called the vanillon, 
and some wild species of the same, 
that are used as substitutes or adulter- 
ants. These varieties are dangerous to 
health, and sometimes produce death.

Its Labors May Be Concluded Sooner 
Than Expected—The Czar Said 
to Be Much Disappointed.

Sketch of His Career. 


Richard Parks Bland was born near 
Hartford, Ohio county, Ky., August 19, 
1835. He was left an orphan at an early 
age. With the money which he earned 
during tne summer months he was enabled 
to attend school in winter. In this way he 
secured an academic education. When he 
became cf age he taught school and earned 
money to continue his education. While 
he was teaching school he studied law 
and was admitted tothe bar. 

In 1855 he left Kentucky and went to 
Missouri. 
a short time and again moved. This time 
he went to California and later to Virginia 
City, Nev. In 1869 he settled in Lebanon, 
where he followed his profession. 

In 1873 he was elected to the Forty-third 
congress and was returned to the Forty- 
fourth, Forty-fifth, Forty-sixth, Forty- 
seventh, Forty-eighth, Forty-ninth, Fif- 
tieth, Fifty-first, Fifty-second and Fifty- 
third. He was not a member of the Fifty- 
fourth congress, but was elected to the 
Fifty-fifth as a silver democrat. He was 
also elected to the Fifty-sixth congress. 

In 1896 he was a candidate for the nomina- 
tion for president before the democratic 
national convention. He was defeated by 
William J. Bryan. Mr. Bland was one of 
the original silver men and was the author 
of the famous Bland bill.

VATICAN YEAR BOOK. 


Full of Interesting Statistics About the 


Catholic Church. 

The official year book of the vatican, 
Which has just appeared, containg 
many interesting statistics, From it 
we learn that there are today fifty-six 
cardinals, of whom five were appointed 
by. Pius IX, and fifty-one by Leo 
XIII. In the College of Cardinals 
there are fourteen vacancies. During 
the twenty-one years of Pope Leo’s 
pontificate, 124 cardinals have already 
died. During the rule of the same 


pontiff the ecclesiastical hierarchy has 


. been notably increased. Two new pa-

enteen bishops have been made arch- 
bishops; 100 new bishops, two apos- 
tolic delegates and forty-nine apostolic 
vicars have been appointed, and thir- 
ty new prefectures have been estab- 
lished. There are altogether in the 
world 1,328 ecclesiastical dignitaries, of 
whom fifty-six are cardinals, ten pa- 
triarchs, 880 archbishops and bishops, 
358 titular archbishops and bishops; 
five archbishops and bishops who have 
given up their titles; eleven prelates 
of the Episcopal orcer, and eight ab- 


bots and prelates with Episcopal ju- 


risdiction. The majority of the high 
dignitaries in this list are Italians. 
Among the cardinals there are thirty 
Italians and twenty-six foreigners. 
Among the patriarchs, archbishops and 
bishops the proportion is still more re- 
markable, for out of the 930 dioceses 
in the entire world Italy alone has 
one-third. The former kingdom of Na- 


ples alone has 150 dioceses—as many’ 


as France, Germany ana Austria-Hun- 
gary put together. If we add to these

numerous titular Italian bishops, we 
shall find that almost half of the dig- 
nities of the entire Catholic church 
are distributed among Italian digni- 
taries. LRE

NEW PLAN. 


ATHLETIC GROUNDS SHOULD BE 
NEAR FAIR GROUN'S 


AND A PARTNERSHIP FORMED OF 
THE TWO ASSOCIATIONS 


It is reported in The Times of June 


15th that Superintendent Hemphill, of 
the D Y & A.A. RR, has said 
that on account of the expense they 


will not be able to build a spur track 
to the U. of M. athletic grounds. Mr. 
Hemphill also suggests that the Uni- 
‘versity sell the present athletic field 
and buy some ground near the fair 
grounds, that his company would be 
willing to give $1,000 if they would do 
this. z 

I wish simply to offer the following 
suggestions: : 

First: That the Athletic association 
sell their present grounds. 


Secondly: That with the proceeds 


added to Hemphill’s $1,000 they pur--: 


chase a half interest in the Washtenaw 
county fair. grounds. This would en- 
able the two associations together to 
enlarge these grounds, if necessary, and 
make improvements that would put 
them in first-class condition for the 
uses of both associations. The fair 
grounds are well fenced, have a half- 
mile track and a very good. grand- 
stand. As the Athletic association 
keep a man permanently on their 
grounds, it could be arranged so that 
the superintendent could care for the 


buildings and see that they were pre- 
served and properly used. The grand- 
stand ought to be very much enlarged, 
both for the purposes of our county 
fairs and the field day sports of the 
Athletic association. The half-mile 
track needs many improvements, and 
these could be made by the joint asso- 
ciations. There is plenty of room to 
make a running track for foot races, 
if this shall be necessary. These 
grounds are already fenced and could 
be put in first-class condition for all 
the purposes of both associations by 
using the revenues that might be ob- 
tained from both societies. There 
would be no danger of conflict in the 
use of the grounds, because the Agri- 
ricultural society only needs the 
grounds for a few days in the fall of 
the year, and it might add to the at- 
tractions of our county fairs to have 
some of the athletic games carried on 
on the fair grounds during the pro- 
gress of the county fair. 

As much time, money and effort 
ought to be devoted to the proper de- 


velopment of. men as is now devoted- 


to the proper development of animals, 
and it seems to me that the two asso- 


ciations can work together harmone] 


ously and profitably.

Another lady came to the hospital 
troubled with cancer of the stomach. 
The surgeons waited until the condi- 
tions were right, and yesterday an 
opening was made in the abdomen. 

It was found that he cancer trouble 
was located almost entirely at the 
commencement of the duodendum (the 
‘first of the small intestines), and that 
the trouble practically closed up the 
intestines so that the ordinary func- 
tion could not be had. | 

Instead of removing any part of the 
stomach or the passage way leading 
therefrom, the surgeons decided to al- 
low the afflicted part of the stomach to 
remain, but they proceeded to manu- 
facture a perfect opening from the 
stomach. A cut was made in the lower 
part of the stomach, and also one in the 
intestine at that point where it nat- 
urally passed this part, and the two 
openings were then grafted together. _ 

Thus an entirely different part of the 
stomach is made to perform a function 
that nature did not intend should do 
so, and a considerable length of the in- 
testine that would ordinarily do its 
duties is cut off by a short circuit.

JACK ALLPORT’S 
GREAT WEALTH. 


HOW THE MOUNTAIN HERMIT 
ROLLED UP THE MONEY

OVER WHICH THERE 1S NOW 
SUCH A LEGAL FIGHT. 


The long litigation over the Allport 
estate is a story of mystery—of des- 
perate efforts to get possession of a 
large fortune left by a former Dexter 
boy, who is now buried somewhere up 
in the Rocky mountains. 

The estate is reported to be worth a 
million dollars, including a quarter in- 
terest in the famous . Minnie Healy 
mine, one of the richest copper prop- 
erties in Montana. The winning of the 
big case now pending in the courts 
will make Mrs. Chris W. Miller, of 
Dexter, Mich., a very wealthy woman. 

John Allport, founder of the fortune, 
the mountain hermit and one of the 


seven adventurous men who discovered 


Yellowstone park, was her half-brother. 
But there are other heirs in the case, 
and thereon hangs a tale. 

Jack Allport had spent his early life 
in Michigan. He was a tall, strapping 
fellow for his age. His mind was al- 
ways filled with vague yearnings for 
the unknown lands of the far west, till 
at the age of 16 he broke home ties and 
started on what was to prove a most 
eventful journey. . 

In 1844-a party of trappers entered 
the upper Yellowstone valley from the 
south, and one day in the early au- 
tumn were trailing swiftly around the 
west shore of Yellowstone lake toward 
its outlet. Among them was the boy. 
the ponies wcre jaded, the faces of the 
men were despondent, grimed with dirt 
and powder smoke, and constantly 
turned to gaze back over the rolling 
prairie to the south. In the van was a 
man reclining, very white and still in 
the arms of a comrade. 

As night drew on they hal:e21 not far 
from the shore of the lake, and, pausing

What truth there may be in this 
story undoubtedly relates to the curios- 
ity now known to all tourists as the 
interesting Obsidian cliff.

lowstone, young Allport and one or two 
companions pushed northward into the 
Rockies. Late in the fall they built a 
cabin in the heart of the Bitter Root 
mountains, and for years the people 
away back in Michigan received no 
word from the boy. 

Nobody knows just how Jack made 
his ‘find.’ Driven by the Indians to 
seek the shelter cf the mountains, he 


and his comrades prospecied for 
months among the desolate ranges, 
wandering up and down their rocky 
canons, and finally settling, no one 


knows exactly where, in the vicinity 
of the forks of the Bitter Root and 
Hell Gate rivers. i 

For 35 years Allport lived the life of 
a mountain hermit. Then he gave up 
his wild haunts for a flying visit. to 
his Michigan home, and presented his 
sister, Mrs. Chris W. Miller, cf Dex- 
ter, with $500.0n her wedding day. That 
was the last ever seen of Jack Allport 
py his friends. 

His death, in 1895, it is claimed, was 
for a long time known only to one sis- 
ter, Mrs. Caroline V. Kelly, of Denver, 
Col., who, upon her petition, was made 
sole administrator. Yet two other sis- 
ters, Mrs. Miller, of Dexter; Mrs. J. M. 
Farleigh, of Chicago; a brother, Devin- 
cey Allport, of Clare, and the niece of 
as 
heirs. 

While Mrs. Kelley was settling up 
the estate, several Chicago parties at- 
tempted to get possession of the Minnie 


Healey mine by means of alleged bogus 
deeds. Mrs. Kelley fought their claims 
and the deeds were annulled. 

Through the publicity of this suit, 
the other sisters and brother of All- 
port learned of his death and of -the 
big fortune in mining property that he 
had left. They appeared at 3utte, 
Mont., and had the estate reopened and 
proved their claims. 
= Mrs. Keley insisted that she thought 
her brother and sisters were dead, and 
her word on that point was accepted by 
the courts. 

At this juncture a will turned up, be- 
queathing everything to Mrs. Kelley. 
It was accompanied by a letter, badly 
worn and water-stained, supposed to 
eer, one of Jack Allport’s old pards. 
have been written by an old mountain- 

The will which this letter .accom- 
panied was also contested, and it was 
withdrawn about a month ago. 

The heirs were about to consummate 
a sale of their interest in the Healey 
mine, when last week a second will was 
produced, with the explanation from 
the man who held it that he had for- 
gotten all about it until he accidentally 
discovered it last Sunday. This will 
also purports to give oS S E to 
Mrs. Kelley, 

The legal fight will now be carried on 
with greater vigor than ever. 

How did John Allport get his reputed 
millions? What did he do during the 
long years of hermit life? Why, if 
that is a fact, should he wish to leave 
his fortune to one sister exclusively? 
Why did he not marry? Why did he 


not return to the east to enjoy his 
‘wealth? These questions are still un- 
solved, even to his relatives. John 


Allport was, and is, a mystery.

NEAR FAIR GROUN'S 


AND A PARTNERSHIP FORMED OF 
THE TWO ASSOCIATIONS 


It is reported in The Times of June 
15th that Superintendent Hemphill, of 
the- D- Y- e A A-R R has said 
that on account of the expense they 
will not be able to build a spur track 
to the U. of M. athletic grounds. Mr. 
Hemphill also suggests that the Uni- 


‘versity sell the present athletic field 


and buy some ground near the fair 
grounds, that his company would be 
willing to give $1,000 if they would do 
this. | = 

I wish simply to offer the following 
suggestions: = : 

First: That the Athletic association 
sell their present grounds. 

Secondly: That with the proceeds 
chase a half interest in the Washtenaw 
county fair. grounds. This’ would en- 
able the two associations together to 
enlarge these grounds, if necessary, and 
make improvements that would put 
them in first-class condition for the 
uses of both associations. The fair 
grounds are well fenced, have a half- 
mile track and a very . good grand- 
stand. As the Athletic association 
keep a man permanently on their 
grounds, it could be arranged so that 
the superintendent could care for the 


buildings and see that they were pre- 
served and properly used. The grand- 
stand ought to be very much enlarged, 


fairs and the field day sports of the 
Athletic association. The half-mile 
track needs many improvements, and 
these could be made by the joint asso- 
ciations. There is plenty of room to 


make a running track for foot races, 


if this shall be necessary. These 
grounds are already fenced and could 
be put in first-class condition for all 
the purposes of both associations by 
using the revenues that might be ob- 
tained from both societies. There 
would be no danger of conflict in the 
use of the grounds, because the Agri- 
ricultural society only needs the 
grounds for a few days in the fall of 
the year, and it might add to the at- 
tractions of our county fairs to have 
some of the athletic games carried on 
on the fair grounds during the pro- 
gress of the county fair.

GREAT WEALTH. 


HOW THE MOUNTAIN HERMIT 
ROLLED UP THE MONEY

OVER WHICH THERE IS NOW| 


SUCH A LEGAL FIGHT. 


The long litigation over the Allport 
estate is a story of mystery—of des- 
perate efforts to get possession of a 
large fortune left by a former Dexter 
boy, who is now buried somewhere up 
in the Rocky mountains. 

The estate is reported to be worth a 
million dollars, including a quarter in- 
terest in the famous . Minnie Healy 
mine, one of the richest copper prop- 
erties in Montana. The winning of the 
big case now pending in the courts 
will make Mrs. Chris W. Miller, of 
Dexter, Mich., a very wealthy woman. 

John Allport, founder of the fortune, 
the mountain hermit and one of the 


seven adventurous men who discovered 


Yellowstone park, was her half-brother. 
But there are other heirs in the case, 
and thereon hangs a tale. 

Jack Allport had spent his early life 
in Michigan. He was a tall, strapping 
fellow for his age.. His mind was al- 
ways filled with vague yearnings for 
the unknown lands of the far west, till 
at the age of 16 he broke home ties and 
started on what was to prove a most 
eventful journey. 

In 1844 a party of trappers entered 
the upper Yellowstone valley from the 
south, and one day in the early au- 
tumn were trailing swiftly around the 
west shore cf Yellowstone lake toward 
its outlet. Among them was the boy. 
the ponies were jaded, the faces of the 
men wace despondent, grimed with dirt 
and powder smoke, and constantly 
turned to gaze back over the rolling 
prairie to the south. In the van was a 
man reclining, very white and still in 
the arms of a comrade. 

AS night drew on they halz21 not far 
from the shore of the lake, and, pausing 
@-uomrent to peer anxivusiy into the 
face cf the wounded man, ihe boy 
turned his pony’s head back over the 
trail cantered leisurely over the 
prairie. 

All that day the Blazkfeet had sh uk 
aloags.kehind them like wolves, and 
from the bend of the iake young All- 
port. knew the sharp eyes of the gav- 
ages W-te Spying upon the movements 
of the trappers. But little cid ‘he 
dream that the murderous wiles of the 
redskins wer destined in a strange 
way to bring him a vast fortune. 

Yet, indirectly, was it so, and today 
the fierce battle between the heirs in 
the courts brings back vividly the pic- 
ture of that sanguinary midnight 
struggle upon the plains. 

Until the sun sank behind the moun- 
tains the boy patrolled slowly back and 
forth over the trail. When he returned 
he found his companions had. impro- 
vised a small corral of logs and brush- 
wood. (As late as 1870 remains of this 
corral were still visible, as reported by 
United States agents.) > 

During the night the wounded man 
died, and in the moments of hopeless- 
ness occasioned by the loss of their 
leader, the fugitives were 
tacked by the hostiles. 

Repulsed, after several attempts to 
break into the corral, the Blackfeet re- 
turned to the open plain, and the trap- 
pers, abandoning their packs and po- 
nies, filed quietly out into the night and 
turned their faces in the direction of 
the mountains. 

From that point the strange adven- 
tures of Jack Allport are s»mewhat ob- 
scure.

That 
was the last ever seen of Jack Allport 
py his friends. 

His death, in 1895, it is claimed, was 
for a long time known only to one sis- 
ter, Mrs. Caroline V. Kelly, of Denver, 
Col., who, upon her petition, was made 
sole administrator. Yet two other sis- 
ters, Mrs. Miller, of Dexter; Mrs. J. M. 
Farleigh, of Chicago; a brother, Devin- 
cey Allport, of Clare, and the niece of 


While Mrs. Kelley was settling up 
the estate, several Chicago parties at- 
tempted to get possession of the Minnie 


Healey mine by means of alleged bogus 
deeds. Mrs. Kelley fought their claims 
and the deeds were annulled. 

Through the publicity of this. suit, 
the other sisters and brother of All- 
port learned of his death and of the 
big fortune in mining property that he 
had left. They appeared at Butte, 
Mont., and had the estate reopened and 
proved their claims. 

Mrs. Keley insisted that she thought 
her brother and sisters were dead, and 
her word on that point was accepted by 
the courts. À : 

At this juncture a will turned up, be- 
queathing everything to Mrs. Kelley.

MEMORIAL CANNON 


PENSES THEMSELVES, 


For some time the local G. A. R. post 
has had in mind the securing of a can- 
non from*the government. Correspond- 
ence was had with the authorities 2+ 
Washington, and it. was ascertained 
that the post would be granted one or 
two of the old civil war cannon, prob- 
ably 20 pounders, provided the post 
would defray the expenses from the 
Brooklyn navy yard. |

the latter were to get two cannon, one 
of which was to be turned over to the 
Seniors and to be placed on the campus 
and the other was to be placed in the 
Fifth ward cemetery.

“ome ten years ago a French mis,

China's Lightning Messengers. 
Human endurance is seldom so se- 
yerely testea as among the postal 
members ot the Chinese government 
between Pekin and Lhassa. These 
messengers are picked and - trained 
men, who in times of great urgency 
are required to cover the 4,500 miies 
between the two capitals in thirty-six 
days. This is at the rate cf 125 miles 
a day, and the journey is.performed on 
horseback, changes being made every 
few miles. The messerger’s letters, in- 
closed in a yellow bag, are never taken 
off his back except when he changes 
his dress, which he does once a week. 
He eats and sleeps at the postal sta- 
tions, and is under the most rigid re- 
strictions as to articles of diet, and is 
permitted to sleep only four hours a 
day. |

Professor Campbell of the Lick Ob- 
servatory has discovered that the star 
Eta Cephei is approaching the earth at 
the rate of 165,000 miles in an hour. 
But eyen with that speed it would re- 
‘quire 18,000 years for the flying star 
to cross the gap which separates the 
earth from the nearest siar in the 
heavens, Alpha Centauri. The distance 
of Eta Cephei is not known, but it is 
much greater than that of Alpha Cen- 
tauri.

-A Costly Church Altar. 

The most costly church altar in the 
world is to be found in the Church of 
Our Saviour, Moscow. This church was 
built %0 commemorate the deliverance 
of Moscow from the French, and cost 
upward of about $3,750,000, far sur- 
passing in beauty any church of mod- 
ern times. It stands just outside the 
Kremlin, and its gold-plated dome is 
visible from every part of the city. Its 
altar, with its combination of precious 
stones and marble carvings, before it 
was enriched by its golden irons, silve1 
ornaments, and its costly sacred pic- 
tures, cost nearly $500,000. It took 900 
pounds of gold to plate the dome, and

Sirius Photographed at Midday. 

The fact that bright stars can be seen 
with a telescope at high noon some- 
times astonishes curious visitors to an 
observatory. Even more surprising is 
the fact that stars can be photographed 
in broad day. The Draper photograph- 
ing telescope, belonging tq the Har- 
vard observatory, has pictured the dog 
star, Sirius, at midday, and it has been 
suggested that the photographing of 
bright stars crossing the meridian in 
daylight may prove to be a source of 
increased knowledge for astronomers.
